shall be denominuted the Compiroller of Siate
Rallroads, 1o be appointed by the Governor,
by and with the advice and conseut of the
HBenate. Tue Comptroller is o be appointed for
turee yours, at o aulary of two thousand dollnrs«
per annum, with the prinlege of employing all
elorks pecessary, 8! @4 salary not exceeding fif-
toen hundred dollars ench per anoum. The hill
provides that compunies for loonting and coyn
structing railroads, under the provisions of e
sct, may be formed by nny number o per<ons,
not less than five, They are w name

laces near which the ravroad proposed to by
ro{'ll.('li and constructed shall begin and wermi-
mate. The bill Is quite lengthy, sud very elosely
drawn, Should it become o taw, severnl ratlol
enterpriges will be commenced at once, in the

General vom Moltke and the Recent War,

A Prossian stafl officer at Berlln has sent to
the Pall Mail Gagette the following notes on the
late war and ite moster-spirll, Goneral von
Moltke:—

“Gepersl von Moltke s, by birth, & Mecklen-
purger, not & Holsteinor, as many suppose. He
is wbout sixty years oid, very learned, very
spariog of words, and very mild and courteous
in demepnor, No ipstance is known in the arm
of hie having spoken barshly to any ons, an
his eriticiam of the acts of subordinates seldom
wesumes a severar form than that of telling them
what he would have dope il he had been in their
place, He looks more like a professor or a
clergyman than s soldier, with s clever,
thoughtiul, beardless face, Forty years age he
accompaniea General von MuMing to Turkey,
withessed the cancluslon of the pesce of Adnans
ople, und wrote & book on the Turco-Russian
war, which s of greal value to tho<e
epgnged In military researches, He sfter-
wWArds resided at Rome and other
pinces, mnd rapidly scawred an  exteneive
knowledge of the various lnneunges of Burope.
Nupoleon | would doubiless have regarded hiim
a5 an deologue; Wellington would have appre-
vinted bim bevter, When Kigg Willlam [ carrind
out the reorgpanization ol the arimy, and theraby
begnn the contlios witli the Chamber; which -
errted on u service of two yvears inatesd ot three,
Gencral von Meltke seorotly symputhized with
the Opposition, although as a soldiur he could
not openly exprese his opinlons on the subject,
Sinee the 3d of Seplember, 1814, the three years'
service hes been sanctioned by luw In Prussia,
It was, howoever, an economicial gronnds, tem-
ri;mrll_r reduced one your by Fredermck Wil
iam I1, with the proviso that the law shonld be
reverted 1w s «oon ps the Governmont should
png ot mecessary to do =0, In the campalea ol
18484 the proscal King obscerved that the Land-
webr reglm@ats which had served onlyt o yoars
were not yery efecmve, and hesitated to go andor
fire, This gave b the Wdea of increasing the
service by nnother year, and the olrcumetance
that the necdle-gun had beew ntroduced o
1847 strenuthenca his detormination. It took
noitrly twenty years to make the use of this
goun in the Prussian svmy gencral, for even in
1866 somo ni the Landwehr regiments, thoen,
for instance, which fought at Langensalza, were
with tne old wuzzie-logders, 1. was
considered that more e wonld be required o
teeeh the soldier the n=e of the new 2un thun
thnt of the old, Moreover. It wne neces<ary
that the disclpline should be more striet, and
the conncetion belween the officers and pri-
viles closer than formerly, The soldier was
never to five except by the order ol his officer,
and it was, besldes, the daty of the latter to
name the sieht which was to be used according
1o distanee, It was tor 1hese reasons that the
three years' service was revived, and the con
duet of the Prussian troops in the Inst enmpalien
cerininly showed that the plan was effective,
General Moltke, lowever, has so good an
opivion of the intelligence of the Novth Germun
reoriite, that he believes a two years seryioe
would produce equally good resilts,

T was lmmediaiely nieer the Gasieln uego-

tlations that Geperal Moltke began fo prepaie
the plan lor o war with Austria, Hs onfect was
fis every one Knows, twolold:— Figst, to de'ond

Silesin nnd Berlin, and second, to earry the war,
il poesible, into the cnoms’s lerriory. e
consequencs ol this plun was the estnblisbment
ol twou separate armics iu Silesia and sSovony,
which, on assuming the offensive, wore 1o wd-
vanee ench in its own direction until they met.
While the armies were separvgied from each
other they were in dunger of being witarked
and bewren o deail, 0 dangers o which the
Crown Privce—whose moen hidd to ¢o through
the niurrow Saxo-Silesian passes, lo some pluces
g0 narrow ‘hat two mwen only coila march
abhregst—was particalaeiy exposed, The €uceess
of this plan obvionsly depended ou n jouction
ol the two nrmies, which almost seewmed fm;os-
gible, and was undonbtedly brzardous to the
extreme. The result, however, justified the risk
althongh there can be no donbt that Bevedok's
mistakes greatly contribuied w0 the Prooesium
sneeess, Benedek wished to do the counterpart
of what Fredevick the Great had done in the
socond Silesian wir'—to catelt the enemy in e
mouse-irap, as Carlyle deseribes it.  But this
time the mouse wig stronger that the trap,
“General von Molke,”™ pdds the Gagefle, s re-
ported 10 be just pow on o visit to Switzerlnnd,
He has taken up his guurters at fiiyon, s moun-
tain villace, abt o con=ideranle elovation, in vhe
Canton du Vaud, and at 4 <borl distance irom
the enstorp extremiily of Lake Lemung and
siid 1o b accompanied by bis stadl, all drsssid
ua clviliung, Ol courge, yarious conjeepares are
carrent a8 Lo the object of thi= visit, The Gene-
rad bisnseld says he s «oekimme repose atler his
fatigues, but it is said thar be aodd Lis stadl ave
studying all the passes of Lhe Jora chain from
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Switzerlnnd into Feance, and chat be hae been
trying 10 lithe pholograplhic views ol some
Swiss fortitdentions, only the loewl authorinies

prevented him.  Itls added, significsntly, that
the Prussinns have already made thenselves
perfectly acquainted with the country pelween
Switzorlund und the Rhine.”
